A. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., user's instruction is used to indicate a match between a position and/or orientation of indices on 
a real image and indices on a virtual image) are not recited in the rejected claim(s).
